COME AT LAST. 


$100,000 Worth of 
Property Consumed 
in 3 Hours. 


At about 5 o clovk Suuday morning 
flames were observed issuing thougi: 
the roof uf a shed between the flow 
and feed store of 8, Parish & Co. and 
Lamont's tin shop, The fire spread 
rapidly. In a short titne the whole 
corner block on the south-west of 
MeTavish street and the Union Hotel 
a_.oss the road were in flames. The 
bel! was rang in the English Church 
and the alarm soon spread. The 
crowd directed their energies to sav- 
ing the stock in I. G. Baker & Co's 
store and managed to disposit, part 
of it ina place ot satety before the 
flames caught. Meanwhile the Sher- 
man House at the back ot Parish’s 
store, and the buildings on Atlantic 
avenue east of the Union Hotel were 
rapidly being enveloped in the flames 

A. Carey, ove of the proprietors 
of the Union lost everything, even 
being too late to save 8500 in bills, 
which was in his waistcoat pocket. 
Everything in the Pullman was de- 
stroyed, the proprietors having only 
$2,600 insurance, though the papers 
covering $2,000 are on the road. 
by ‘his time the whole town was 
tuirly aroused and the police were 
marched on to the scene. Their 
discipline and organization made it- 
selt te)t at once. J. Elli® store 
was rapidly cleared of its stock.gand 
theefforts of the crowd were direct- 
ed to the demolition of Mortimer’s 
bakery and Murdoch's siore. An 
attempt was made to blow the latter 
ep wih gunpowder, but tailed ow- 
.ug to the force of the charge not 
being sufficiently coucentrated. 
Ropes and axes were brought to bear 
aud the Wuildings were got out ot 
the way just before Ellis’ store was 
tuirly in a blaze. Further up the 
sivet the Athletic Hotel had been 
consuiped, and set fire in its tury to 
the Mountain View, The pro- 
prietrs of the Jatter house managed 
fo save yearly all of their turnitare.

Dunn & Lineham's butcher shop 
at the Corner of Stephen Ave, and 
McTavish St. also owed its preserv- 
ation to sheer hard work. The 
httle buildings which was formerly 
Ambose Shaw's gunsmith’s snop 
was also saved in spite of its close 

roximity to the Mountain View 
Hotel, which was totally destroyed. 
Mr, C, Sparrow's residence, in the 
rear of the Athletic Hotel was also 
saved though much sevrehed and 
blackened. Mr. KE. Rogers ot Nogers 
& Grant, who was indefatigable 
in his efforts all day, put out the 
flames, after they had caught the 
corney ot the building with a Bab- 
cock extinguisher.
